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much less the Ruler of sixty millions with one particle of self-respect, could 
think to palm upon the world such a budget of utter falsehoods as the secret 
correspondence shows his apology before the three Quakers to have been. 

We will just call attention, without any comment of our own, to the 
Emperor's pretexts in self-justification — his plea of religion ; his complaint 
of being misconceived, and driven by his enemies into warlike measures ; his 
disclaimer of all selfish or ambitious motives ; his avowal of a strong desire 
for peace, and of his purpose to fight, if he must, only in self-defense; his 
willingness to act the Christian as an individual, but the necessity of contra- 
dicting his peaceful religion as a Ruler Plow plausible, if true; but, as the 
cloak of a reckless and desperate ambition, how ineffably base ! After all, it 
is an omen of hope, that the growing power of public opinion compels even 
the Autocrat of all the Russias to attempt a formal justification of himself 
before its august tribunal. Here is our promise of a better time coming. 
Not many ages ago, he would have done the deed, and scorned the s'ightest 
apology for its outrage on the world's moral sense. God be thanked for 
the prospect of a day as not far far distant, wheu rulers, the most powerful 
and absolute, must ask leave of a better public opinion than now prevails, 
before they can in any case venture upon war. 

How the war will affect the American Missions in the Turkish Empire — 
remains, of course, to be seen ; but the result will be awaited with much 
anxiety by the friends of missions. " It appears," says an observant Chris- 
tian writer, "that there is a movement among the Greek Christians generally> 
favorable to Russia, and which, so far as it has any influence, must be dan- 
gerous to the safety of the missionaries. How other Christian sects may be 
affected, does not yet appear. Everywhere, however, there is danger of 
popular outbreaks against all Christians ; and the Koords, Beduins, &c, are 
left comparatively without control, to rob and murder at their will. Mr. 
Prime, editor ot the New York Observer, has found it impossible to visit 
Jerusalem on account of the disturbed state of the country ; and our mis- 
sionaries have been attacked and robbed recently on two or three occasions. 
The influence of England and France will be exerted to procure immedi- 
ately for Christians in Turkey every right and protection they can claim, 
and to prevent disturbances ; but our brethren are in the midst of wars and 
tumults, among the ignorant, the fanatical, and the lawless, and no human 
interposition can be relied on as adequate for their protection." 



LETTER FROM MR. COAN, SANDWICH ISLANDS. 

Hilo, Hawaii, Jan. 9, 1854. 
Rev. Geo. C. Beckwith, D. D, Cor. Sec. Am. Peace Society: 

My Dear^ Brother : — It is a pleasure to redeem my pledge, made some 
time ago, of another mite to your Society. Enclosed you will find a draft 
for one hundred dollars to aid in the precious cause of peace. 

Tiiis cause is still near our hearts. For its progress we labor, for its tri- 
umph we pray, and on its success hang the hopes of the world. No public 
good can be pure or safe while the demon of war is in the field. When will 
" the indignation cease ? " When will nations " learn war no more ? " 
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When will rulers look upon war in its true colors, as murder multiplied by 
thousands ? The Lord hasten the desired consummation. 

I trust that; you and your coadjutors do not feel discouraged. No, no ; 
look upward, and go forward. Yours is as truly a work of faith, as it is a 
labor of love. With most of the proud and the great of this world, it is an 
unpopular work — to many, a fanatical and despicable one. You struggle 
against current and tempest ; but you are heading for a haven of peace. 
And you shall gain it. As the gospel is love, and as God is true, your cause 
is right, and must therefore prevail. The Eternal has decreed it ; and every 
pulsation of my heart cries out, " hasten it." You will not live to see its 
consummation ; but you may truly rejoice in being co-workers with God in 
a cause so holy. Your society has seen progress ; it foresees conquest ; and 
all who are actuated by true love in this cause, have the present blessedness 
of " the peace-makers." And may we not believe, — yes, we feel the assur- 
ance, that in heaven, from those realms of peace and love, we shall look 
down upon a renovated world ; a world all radiant with light, al) joyous with 
love ; a world at peace, resting from turmoil and strife, and " breaking forth 
into singing." This will be the consummation, this the end of our faith. 
And even now this faith is " substance " in our souls. It is " evidence " of 
the unseen end. 

Why not, then, be encouraged to toil, to pray, to give, to follow our 
Prince, and to fight our peaceful battles in his name ? As my feelings now 
are, the cause in which the true friends of peace are engaged, is the last 
cause I would abandon. Let me say of it, as of Zion ; " If I forget thee, 
let my right hand forget her cunning. If I do not remember thee, let my 
tongue cleave to the roof of my mouth." 

For a long time we have been looking to the muttering thunder-cloud in 
the Eastern horizon, and we had fondly hoped that its frowning aspect, its 
monitory growl, and its fitful flashes, would give place to the beams of a 
peaceful day. But we are saddened to hear that the cloud thickens, and 
darkens, and threatens with deeper notes than ever. We hear that war has 
been declared; and we fear that a volcano is opened which will flood Europe 
with fiery ruin. Still our hope is in God ; He is on the throne. Kings 
may rage ; emperors may decree ; kingdoms, nations, empires may dash, like 
angry billows, against each other ; but " He that sitteth in the heavens, shall 
laugh." The wrath of emperors shall praise him. Convulsive elements and 
raging nations shall work his will. He will " overturn and overturn." The 
wheels of his chariot are high and dreadful ; their roll is solemn and sublime ; 
and well may the nations stand in awe. But the final results are as certain 
as they will be glorious; the Prince of Peace shall conquer, war shall cease 
under the whole heavens, and " the earth shall rest, and be quiet, and shall 
break forth into singing." 

My letter, on this occasion, must be brief, as I am now loaded with extra 
labors. For two months I have been touring, preaching, lecturing, visiting 
schools, attending to pastoral duties, celebrating anniversaries, joining in 
juvenile temperance celebrations, &c, &c. All these scenes have kept the 
head, the foot, and the heart in constant action. 

During the past nine months, our people have contributed $2400 in cash 
ffcr the cause of religion. Out of this sum I receive my* salary ; and the 
rest is divided among different objects of benevolence. In addition to this, 
they have given about $1000 for the erection of a new church edifice. 
More than 150 persons have been added to the church during the same 
period. 

Allow me to repeat, that the publications of your society are always cor- 
dially welcomed by me ; and I can distribute all you can send, among the 
ships which visit this port. I am quite out now, and shall hail a fresh supply 
with joy. As ever, I am most truly and faithfully,

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This is the third donation of $100 each to our Society from Mr. Coan's 
church within the last four or five years.

Peace, rather than War, makes Nations Powerful. — I maintain 
that a country which is at peace, which is following the arts of peace, which 
is accumulating wealth, which is increasing its mechanical powers, which is 
developing it resources, and multiplying the number of its mercantile :-hips 
and seamen — that country is preparing for war, and must necessarily be so 
much more effectually than the country which is spending its resources in 
arming regiments and ships of war. There is the United States of Amer- 
ica. They never adopted the European system of enormous armaments. 
At this moment they have only a naval force of 6000 or 7000 men, and I 
am sure they have not more than a single line of battle-ship in commission. 
Another was on the stocks; but she has been there for twenty years, and I 
hope they will have the good sense to let her remai i there. America has 
an army of twelve or thirteen thousand men. I make allowance for the 
benefit afforded her by her geographical position ; but I ask my gallant 
friend, if America had a dispute with France, would she be less formidable 
in the eyes of the French Government because she has not, like the French 
Government, ten or twelve line-of-ships ; or does the French Government 
measure the power and the resources of the American Government by the 
number of armed men which she has by land or sea ? Does not the French 
Government measure the resources of America by its prodigious industry, 
its enormous exports, its gigantic mercantile marine, and all the other re- 
sources which make that country great and formidable ? Is not the fact 
that she requires a revenue of only £14,000,000 against an expenditure of 
£50,000,000 to £60,000,000 by England or France— is not the lowness of 
her taxation, and the consequent expansion of her industry — the high moral 
and intellectual character of the people, and consequently their supe.ior 
economical condition — is not her freedom, that which makes every Ameri- 
can citizen proud of his country, and every American's heart beat with a 
patriotic throb when he speaks of the United States — are not all these pro- 
ducing a national spirit, a national enterprise, and all the elements of na- 
tional greatness, which are all behind, and do not appear in the hands of 
Government; and are not these the secrets why America at this moment, 
in a dispute with France or any European Government, would be looked 
on as a most formidable power to provoke, and one to avoid, if possibje, 
coming into collission with? There is that boy-Emperor of Austria, who 
has been wasting his time ever since he came to the throne in reviewing 
troops, surrounded by his gilded state, and a staff of fifty or sixty Generals. 
If a single frigate were sent by that plain man in a black suit of clothes in 
the Capital at Washington, to Trieste with a hostile message, would not 
that boy-Emperor's heart be in his very jack-boots when he received it ? 
And yet he has the command of 350,000 or 400,000 armed men. — Cobden.
